CEREMONY WAS OF 
SOLEMN GRANDEUR 


Later Body Was Taken 
To Basilice of St. Peter?’ 
Awaiting: Burial.

HOME. Jan. 23.—In the basilica 
of St. Peter’s historic church the 
body of Pope Benedict XV lay in 
state today while vast throngs pass­ 
ed reverently before the catafalque. 
Early in tile d ay ail that was mor­ 
tal of the late pontiff, whose death 
in the early hours of Sunday plung­ 
ed the church throughout the world 
in deepest mourning, was taken to 
the Sistine chapel from the throne 
room of the Vatican, where it had 
been placed on Sunday shortly af­ 
ter his death.

AN IMPOLITIC UTTEANCE. 
The course of events at Washington 
offered Mr. 
Lasker, 
the 
shipping 
board chairman, a new talking point, 
and he was quick to take advantage of 
it. Til a speech at Milwaukee he point­ 
ed out the important 
bearing of the 
naval reduction 
program 
upon our 
merchant marine problem. 
Under the 
5-5-3 plan, 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Great Britain are to be on an equality 
in 
the future in 
regard to naval 
strength as expressed in capital ships. 
But Mr. Lasker pointed out that this 
does not mean that the two nations 
will be equally strong upon the sea. On 
the contrary, the moment limitation of 
naval construction goes into effect, the 
convertible merchant ship becomes a 
highly important unit of sea power. 
And in 
convertible 
merchant 
ships 
Great Britain outclasses us, Mr. Las­ 
ker declared, 
in 
the 
proportion of 
about 5 to I. 
In other words, the two w ar fleets 
balance and 
therefore 
nullify 
each 
other, leaving the two convertible mer­ 
chant fleets to determine the relative 
naval 
strength 
of the two nations; 
and on this basis Great Britain will be 
about live times as strong as we are. 
M r. Lasker prefaced his statement 
of these facts with the declaration that 
of course no man supposes that in our 
lifetime there tell? be w ar between us 
and our British friends. 
“ It is for this 
happy reason,” he says, ‘'that the rela­ 
tive superiority 
of the ? British mer­ 
chant marine overseas for convertible 
purposes may be used to illustrate the 
increased 
importance of a merchant 
marine to the national defense under 
the gloriously 
changed 
naval condi­ 
tions into which 
\v£ 
are 
entering.” 
Mr. Lasker also prefaced his speech 
with the statement that it has been his 
“honored privilege to submit this ad­ 
dress to President Harding.” 
Despite 
the “happy reason” which he thus out­ 
lined and despite the president s O. K., 
it is altogether likely that Mr. Lasker 
made an exceedingly impolitic ad ­ 
dress. 
His argument will not help build up 
he American merchant marine, but it 
A*ill ,on the other hand, provide the 
>pponents of naval 
limitations 
with 
'Ome highly 
effective 
ammunition. 
They will seize upon it eagerly and 
vill use it for all it is worth. 
It is as- 
onishing that Mr. Lasker did not serf' 
he dynamite in/h is speech of his and 
wen more astonishing that the presi- 
lent did not see it. We are afraid that 
hey will hear its detonations for some 
ime to come.

Eastern problem, in spite of the fact 
that it puts no stated 
or specific re­ 
strictions upon the ambitions of Japan, 
is a step towards applying Hie League 
principle to international affairs gen­ 
erally, and that is the goal for which 
we must strive if we want peace.
